phoning an alarm. 


The killer assisted Baumgarten to 


a couch in the kitchen and tried to 
bandage the wound, but left the 
task undone when his companions 
told him they had completed looting 
the place and it was time to flee. 


Before leaving the robbers rip- 


ped, out. the telephone wires to de- 
lay pursuit. They were well on their 
way before ne\\s of the crime 
reached the Port Washington office 
of Sheriff Ben Runkel. 


All Robbers Armed 


Witnesses told sheriff's 
officers 


entered the tavern, situated on 
Ozaukee County Trunk I and State 
Highway 33, shortly before 1 a. m 
They ordered drinks, consumed 
them, and left. They returned short- 
ly. AH were armed. 


The leader announced a holdup 


and one robber started for the cash 
drawer. Then Baumgarten walked 
toward the kitchen door. A shot 
felled him. While the gunman work- 
ed over tne wounded man, his com- 
panions cowed three tavern cus- 
tomers and a girl employe, Helen 
Anderson, and took $20 from the 
cash drawer. 


Using neckties and scarfs strip- 


ped from their victims, the robbers 
bound the customers, Lester Rei- 
mcr, Lester Bradley and Edward 
Schnepf, all of West Bend. 


Employe Robbed 


One man then went to an up- 


stairs bedroom and took S5 from an 
employe who had been asleep. 


The robbers, using a tan sedan, 


fled toward Saukville after disab- 
ling the customers' and employes' 
automobiles. 


Sheriff's officers said Baumgarten 


was dead when they arrived at the 
tavern. Witnesses said he died about 
15 minutes after he was shot. An 
inquest was ordered.

Use of Sulfanilamide 


Madison—IT)— The slate board of 


health announced today 
it 
had 


adopted a resolution restricting the 
use of sulfanilamide. which as an 
ingredient of a proprietary medi- 
cine was responsible for numerous 
deaths in the United States recently. 


The resolution declared that sul- 


fanilamide. 
or preparations 
of 


which it is the principal ingredient, 
may under certain conditions be 
classed as a drug that has tenden- 
cies to act as a poison, especially m 
combination with other drugs or 
preparations. 


"In view of this fact," the resolu- 


tion said, "the Wisconsin 
State 


Board of Health prohibits the sale 
of sulfanilamide except upon the 
written prescription of a regular li- 
censed physician . . or if otherwise 
sold, the preparation shall bear a 
label upon the bottle or package and 
outer wrapper that the "preparation 
herein may have a tendency to be 
poisonous to certain individuals and 
advises against the use of such prep- 
aration except upon the advice of 
regular licensed physician.'"

remark related to future use of 
federal funds to drive private com- 
panies out of business.

cent. This is hardly a way to as- 
sure confidence, for it is but anoth- 
er way of saying, "the government 
will not kill you now. but will tor- 
ture you to death." How any in- 
vestors can get confidence out of

statements 
and lend their 


savings to utility companies is hard 
to understand, but here again may- 
be the president didn't mean it 
that way. In all fairness. Mr. Roo- 
sevelt ought to prepare in advance 
his statements on highly controv- 
ersial and technical problems. For,

and often a public loss. 


But the affair shows, too, how unreal 


is all this bureaucratic work when the 
bureaumaster hasn't any idea of the phys- 
ical outlines of his own domain. 


• In this respect the case may be cited 


as added proof of Oliver Cromwell's say- 
ing that "No one goes so far as he who 
knows not whither he is going." 


ONE IN THREE TO VOLUNTEER 
Perhaps it is significant that so little , 


. capital has been made of the result of the 
poll recently conducted among men stu- 
dents at the University of Texas in which 
nearly a third answered "yes" to the 
question: "If the United States should 
enter the war under the same conditions 
as it did in 1917, would you volunteer?" 


The percentage was 31.8. True, 61.3 


per cent of the students answered "no" 
and 6.9 per cent expressed no opinion. 


There has been considerable talk, late- 


ly, about radical movements on Ameri- 
can campuses. It may be that the Texas 
percentages answer the alarmists. 


It is possible that Texas youths are not 


so excited by radical talk as are students 
in other sections. 


That is supposition. 
In any case one cannot get away from 


the fact that one in three Texans will vol- 
unteer if his Nation calls. 


The percentage is high. It would be 


higher in event of war. 


Remember, the question was phrased: 


" . . . under the same conditions as it 
(the United States) did in 1917." 


Those who recall 1917 and the swelling 


anger of Americans will remember, too, 
that youth then was ready to fight for a 
cause it believed just. 


That readiness has not 
been 
lost. 


Americans have bcqn laughed at, sneered 
at, for their quixotic adventure in the 
World war. Perhaps they will be as lack- 
ing in wisdom again if the "same con- 
ditions'' obtain. 


At least, if they are, they can know 


that their young men will be lacking in 
wisdom too. 


The Texas vote shows that campus rad- 


icalism has not entirely overcome patriot- 
ic sentiment. Perhaps that is why the 
ladicals are not crowing about the result 
of the poll. 


"CAN WE KOFE IN AMERICA?" 
G. K.'s Weekly, a magazine founded 


by the late Gilbert K. Chesterton, still 
carries on with some of the flavor of its 
departed editor. 


Recently there was printed in that 


magazine an article entitled "Can we rope 
in America?'' The magazine claimed that 
the Japs are trying to get English revenue 
in Asia and are going about it in a way 
that makes England apprehensive of the 
outcome. 
But how 
can 
the Japs be 


stopped without a war? 
England, the 


claim is, fears the war single handed. 
Then the artido proceeds: 


"The French, though they have sim- 


ilar interests in the far east, arc not 
to be relied upon. The hopes we had 
of Russian interference have failed. 
There remains the United States. 


"It 5 commonly said up and down 


Europe that we can make the United 
States do what we like. 


"We got ihe United States into the 


Rrcat war on our -idr, and, what was 
more extraordinary, 'we managed in 
the debt business to mnkc France the 
villain of the piece. We have got them 
(Ihe United Stales) to feel with us 
ogalnst modern Italy, and we have got 


them to talk of ourselves as a 'demo- 
racy'—which is prodigious. 


"Can we rope them in to fight or 


threaten the Japanese! It is a ques- 
tion of most poignant interest r.nd it is 
a question that will be answered in a 
comparatively short time in^ne way 
or another. 


"The advantages we have in work- 


ing American opinion and policy are 
very great, and they have been used 
in the past with so much success that 
those who think we shall win the trick 
have much to say for themselves. 


"We are the only people of the old 


world who still use the same printed, 
word and largely the same spoken 
word as the Americans. 


"Vastly different as we are from the 


Americans, we have in common with 
them moral ideas proceeding from the 
men who dominated the English in 
the I7th century- We know what will 
move American indignation and en- 
thusiasm even when it docs not move 
our own. 


"American opinion i« Inflammable, 


and just as we got up the cry 'to hell 
with the Hohenzollcrns and Haps- 
burRS.' so we might get up a slogan 
for the Pacific. 


"We are about half way to .our 


goal. Shall we be able to reach il? 
As things now stand, our chances are 
—to put it in American—about fifty- 
fifty." 
Those who knew Mr. Chesterton realize 


that his disposition to squirt ink as an 
imp might blow the black waters of the 
Styx is probably being well carried on 
by his successors, but they 
will 
also 


remember that irony covers a good deal 
of truth and that jests have been known 
to hide facts. 


WHEN TOMBS SPEAK 


On a tomb found on the Appian Way 


is this legend written more than twen- 
ty centuries ago: 


"Stranger, what I have to say is 


quickly told: stop and read it to the 
end. Here is the unbeautiful tomb of 
n most beautiful lady. Claudie was 
the name her parents gave her. Her 
husband she loved with her whole 
heart. Two sons she bore; of them 
the one she leaves on earth, the other 
she buried beneath the sod. Charm- 
ing in discourse, gentle in mien, she 
kept the house, she made the wool. 1 
have finished. Go thy way." 
Not far away was found the inscription 


of one of those slaves with which ancient 
Rome abounded, for the most part white 
men, and often abler and more noble than 
their masters. This slave wrote for his 
tomb this meaningful expression: 


"I was not. I was. I shall not be. 


I do not care." 
Where could yo : find an expression 


of more utter hopelessness? 


On the other hand the lady lived a 


good life because she was free and she 
did her duty, "she kept the house, she 
made the wool." 


The slave made no mention of his 


work. He was not proud of it. He was 
driven to it. 
However kindly he may 


have been treated, however much his mas- 
ter may have appreciated his worth, he 
held his head in eternal humiliation and 
disgrace. 


Man's hunger for Freedom cannot be 


satisfied with money or goods or wine or 
food or words. But in a humble station 
one may gain the glory of an age with 
a simple table and rough clothes, so long 
as the picture is blessed with a natural 
affection and freedom of action. 


Opinions Of Others 


RUSSIA'S OLD MAX 


A United Press dispatch from Moscow dis- 


closes the existence of Isaac Danilovich Fedotov, 
who may, for all that can be proved to the con- 
trary, be the oldest man in the world. Soviet 
records attest the fact that he will be 135 years 
old some time this year. The dispatch adds the 
conventional note that "Fedotov is in hish spir- 
its and docs not look his reputed age." These 
old gaffers are traditionally supposed to be 
chipper. Fodotov started work at the age of 
eight, in 1810. and worked for 116 years, at 
which time he received a state pension. 


The first and natural reaction to such news, 


of course, is one of skepticism. And yet il is by 
no means impossible that Fedotov is that old. 
Such reports usually come of individuals in ro- 
mote sections of the Balkans, whore records 
and verification are difficult to obtain. Such 
oldsters usually are described as being "in 
good spirits." and ascribing their longevity to a 
diet of black bread, goats' milk and cheese, with 
a little wine now and then on the side. One 
such was the late Zaro Agha. who was a pleas- 
ant visitor to New York a fow years back. He 
was supposed to have reached a truly great 
age, but he could not prove it, and a committee 
of physicians decided that he was merely a well 
preserved man of somewhere around ninety. 
More plausible was the claim of Senora Mar- 
tina dc la Rosa, who died in 1935 in Santa Ana. 
Calif., at the reputed age of 129, which was gen- 
erally accepted as true. 


Of course, the classic, well verified example 


of longevity in fairly modern times is Thomas 
Parr, known to history as "Old Parr." who 
died in the London homo of the Earl of Arundel 
in 1635 at the a?e of 152. He lived in Shropshire, 
and at the age of 130 threshed corn. The carl 
heard of him and invitod him to London, where 
the change of diol and surroundings, with the 
attendant high jinks, proved too much for 
him. Lot Comrade Fedotov shoot at "Old Parr's" 
mark and then he will have something to crow 
about.—New York Herald-Tribune.

All purgatives or laxatives 
are more or less irritating, not only 
to the lining of stomach and intes- 
tine, but to the kidneys too. Many

"herb" laxatives cause congestion 
and irritation of the pelvic organs

' Two of the three Americans kill- 
ed were members of the Panay 
crew and it usually comes high to 
kill an American sailor or soldier. 
Often the indemnity demanded for 
Americans not in the government 
service is less—but not always. 


As a matter of record, those zeal- 


our Yankees who insist one Ameri- 
can is worth four or five "furrin- 
crs" would not be far off. There 
was a time 30 or 40 years ago when 
American 
miners 
and

seemed to think Italians, Mexicans 
and Chinese were good mostly for 
targets, and killed numbers

them. Few paid for the crimes and 
the government established a price 
of about $2.500 a head as indemnity 
to the families of the victims. But 
in the same years if an American 
happened to be killed abroad the 
indemnity demands ranged 
into 


real money, $10,000 to $15,000 being 
not uncommon.

Episode In Persia 


Robert 
Imbrie. 
was a second 


vice-consul in Persia in 1924. A mob 
injured him seriously in an attack 
near a fountain and Persian sol- 
diers who were stationed to guard 
him in a hospital turned on him 
and murdered him. 


This government demanded—and 


got—$60.000 indemnity for Mrs. Im- 
brie and exacted $120.000 for the 
cost of sending a cruiser to Persia 
to bring the b.ody home. However, 
the $120,000 was set aside as a fund 
to pay for education of Persian 
scholars in America. 


Between 1895 and 1900 a half doz- 


en Italians were lynmhed in Louis- 
iana and California and the United 
States paid only $2.500 each for 
them. Similar sums were paid to 
survivors of several Mexican work- 
ers lynched 
in connection with 


murders. 


In 1927 when Mexican soldiers 


killed a 22-year-old American oil 
field foreman it cost Mexico $9,000. 
It cost the Chinese government 
S25.000 when in 1918 bandits shot 
Howard LcRoy O'Brien, chief en- 
gineer of the U. S. S. Monocacy of 
the Yangtze patrol. The Japanese 
government, in turn, had to shell 
out $15,000 because a Japanese sen- 
try in Vladivostok. 
Russia, 'shot 


Lieut W. H. Langdon, engineer of 
the U. S. S. Albany, in 1921 during 
the Allied occupation of Siberia. 


Yet when a drunken American 


sailor killed a Nicaraguan in 1930 
the family received only $2,500, a 
sum based on what the Nicaraguan 
would have earned during the rest 
of his life. The sailor served two 
years in jail.*

A Missionary Murdered 


In 1868 Japanese natives killed 11 


French sailors in a Japanese port 
and the French demanded $150.000 
together with immediate execution 
of all guilty. 
All one afternoon 


Japanese officials beheaded their 
townsmen until the French, tired 
and fearful of reprisals, called a 
halt. 


Persia paid heavily once before 


when fanatic Kurds murdered the 
Rev. Benjamin W. Labarce, a Pres- 
byterian missionary. Persia offered 
$9.000 but a U. S. consul demanded 
$50.000. together with execution of 
the ringleader and 13 participants. 
Persia, poor from loss of trade with 
war-torn Russia, agreed to the $50,- 
000 but pleaded for the life of the 
ringleader on the grounds it would 
be sacrilegious to kill him since he 
happened to be a direct descendant 
of Mohammed. 


Mrs. Labarce, in turn, objected 


that the $50.000 was too high and 
asked only $16,000. The consul in- 
sisted she take $30,000 and she did 
on condition it should not be col- 
lected from the zone of the mission. 
She feared such a levy there would 
upset all the missionary work. Mo- 
hammed's descendant got life.
